As I am closing I have just been handed 


the report of Oen. Klliott to Maj. Gen. Mil- 
roy, in which I find the following extracts: 
" The 87th Pa. Vol. Infantry was ordered 


to take and hold the giound upon which 
the cavalry .skirmish occurred, which was 
done, and Uie killed and wounded from the 
13th Pa. Cav.ilry were brought from the 
field. 


" I cannot speak too highly of the cheer- 


fulness with which Ihe innrch was m.ide. by 
the infantry over a rugged mountainous 
country—a difficult stream bridged nnd 
ammunition for artillery cariied over—and 
ol the nttentivenessto duty by the officers.
